The Company 
subsequently made a profit of £19,358 on a wheat transaction, bat 
the vendors claimed £100,000 damages on 4 Ister uncompleted 
purchass. Tha Company in October, 1920, resolred to sell its assets 
to a new Company to ba registered in Jersay. A prospectus was 
issued offering for subscription 160,000 ten per cent. £5 boods in 
the new Company, but the. issue was dectared illegal and the 
subscriptions returned. The Compaty Jost £15,080 a3 a result. } 

A statement of the Company's affaira showed a total daficiencr 
of £45,431. not including a claim for dameges on the wheat pur-

This view, however, is not likely 
to be entirely endorsed by the Chinase, at least uatil the Twenty-one 
Demands discussion has been concluded. The Chinese will present 
the case on this question at towisy’s meeting of the Far Eastern 
Committee, The restoration of Shantung and Weihaiwei bas also 
provcked a query regarding Kwangchowwan, upon whieh the 
Daily Mei quotes the statement «f M. Sarract, repeating M. Viviani’s

The Greatest Profiteers. 


Dora heirgdead yet epesketh, 
and trat very loudly too! Bur 
the public conscier.ce has become 
so culled by pres stent impoci- 
tions-undor legal sanction during 
the war thet itis difficult to get 
ar yore to realize the vastness of 
the profiteering which is still be- 
ing practised by ,retailers of the 
nece-saries of life. Publicans are 
amongst the greatest profiteers 
daring the past seven years, 
while. their victims are the 
heaviest rated taxpayers. 

“During the war and as long as 

. Government control waa oraine 
tained publicans wera compelled 
to make their prices in accor- 
dance with the official schedules, 
which were framed on the most 
Renerous scale in their favour, 
being at the same time seriously 
detnmental tocustomers. 

For instance, when the Excise 
duty on beer was increased by 
123.5 barrel three or four years 
ago publicans were permitted to 
add twopence per. pint to the 
retail price across the counter. 
“With one accor! “the Trade” 
declared that the imposition of 
such a heavy additional duty 
meant ruin to them. 

So guiled were the general 
public by the crocodile tears shed 
_ on that occasion that no one took 
the trogble to ascertain what the 
new duty amounted to on a 
single pint of beer, which was 
only a balfpenny; a'd on this 
publicans were segally entitled 

- to net a profit of three halfpence, 
cr dM? per cent.! : 

The long faces they pulled 
testified not {to disappoint- 
ment and despair, but to a very 
agreeable surprise at their exe 
ceptionally’goot fortune. / 

Three years have passed since 
the end of the war, but “The 
Trade ~ still shows no disposi- 
tron to relax its grip upoo our 
pockats; indeed, the tendency is 
in the direction of tightening the 
grip. . 

Through the various agents the 
general pablic can now obtain 

Baas’s bitter ale at 51s. 3d. per 
kilderkin of 18 gallons, or four- 
pence farthing per pint. Pub- 
Heans obtain their supplies in 
barrels of 36 galtons, and the 
wholesale price would certainly

In fact, for the Jandlord’s £5 
customers pay £12, of a gross 
bprofiy of £7 per barrel. 

Within the last week or two 
Bass’s Old, or No. One, ale has 
te-appesred on the market, and 
those publicans who have regum- 
ed the sale of it declare that they 
pay for it the frightfol price of 
ten guineas per barrel, which 
compels them to retsil it at one 
shilling and eightpence per pint, 
but thay studiously refrain from 
sisting. to their customers that 
this 18 s3..much as elevenpance 
fartbing in excess of the brewers” 
price. : . 

Across the counter the ten- 
guinea barrel of ale fetches -£:4 
representing a gross profit of £13,- 
ls., or 129 per cant. 

At this rate, and with an initial 
working capital of ten guineas, 
the sale of one barrel of ale per 
week would result in a year's 
turnover of £1248, and a gross 
profi: of £702, which, after mak- 
fog liberal. deductions for all 
Snecesgary expenses, would, still 
leave a very high ne: profit. 

Enough has-been said to show 
that it is time “The Trade” 
should forthwith examine the 
whole question: and make drastic 
reductions all round, for the 
nation has now paid infinitely 
more for its drink than it oaght 
to have paid, the excess having 
g0na into the poskats of the 
publicans instead of the State.

LEAGUE OF LIBERALS. 


—— 


Universal Free Trade as Basis 
of Peace in Europe. 


Writing from Geneva to the 
Daily Chronicle, Mr. Robart Dell 
says, apropos to an International 
Leagyue of Libs rats. 

* Por several years I have been 
uring. in vain, the necessity of 
joint international action by men 
of the Lefr, in the different voun- 
tries, cn a wider basis than that 
of any existing international 
organisssion. 

Recent correspondence and con- 
versation with friends in different 
countries have convinced me that 
the time ts ripe for it. 

TO ZMBRACE ALL EUROPE. 

" Bafore sach a scheme can ba 
realised, its details nest discuss- 
ing add I ventare to ask permis- 
sion to make afew sugzestions:— 

an the firat place, it'would bea 

mistake, in my opinion, to. restric? 
the membersbip of the proposed 
Leagua to English, French and 
Germans, atthough, of course, 
they are the peoples whom is is 
primarily important to bring to- 
gether. Why not throw open its 
membership to the whole of 
Europe? _ 
* In the seoond place, 1 hope that, 
theLearue will be one of Liberats, 
not of Liberals—that is to say, 
persona with libsral ideas, mot 
members of a particular party. I 
gather that a Studeat of Politics 
intends that, Sut it should ba 
made clear in the title of the 
League. Forthatreason “League 
of Iuibarals” would nos perhaps 
be the best title, and some other 
sbould be found. 

In the third place, the Loague, 
if it ig to be of any use, mus: ba 
anoffitial and bave no con- 
nection with any Government. 
L cannot sbate the optimist 
“view ot a Stulent of 
Polizics, of the liberal tendencies 
of M. Brisod and M. Viveani. 
Whether the founders of the 
Leagus like it ur nos, they can 
count, in France, only on men 
who are a’ present in opposition. 
[t is quite possibls tnat, as a 
Studens of Politics hints, the 
next French General Election— 
which is not due until May 1924 
—will changa the political situa- 
tion, bat, if 80, the men whom 'it 
will pat into power will have 
nothing todo with M. Briand or 
M. Viviani, who are far too com- 
pletely com promised.

CHINESE PHILOSOPHY. 


From the report of the lecture upon Chinese Philosophy de- 
Fivered at the Helena May Institute by Mr. Suo Ping Ho we judge 
that there were & oumber of points of interest, as there cauld 
scarcely failto b>: butit bas to be added. that the intereat which 
Mr. Kuo’s treatmant of"the subject must inspire in a Western mind 
js chiefly of the polemical kind, and that witcout the slightes: wish 
to usdervalce China’s sages. Mir. Kuo early gave his countrymea 
a pat on tbe back, saying that of the ancient civilisations only the 
Chinese remains. He migh: bave added that, while in some 
respect it exhibits admirable features, in others it remains a by- 
word among the uations. Is it correct, though, to speak of the 
Chinese as the only survivor among the ancient civilisations ? 
Mr. Kuo appears to have confused eivilisations and States. Hellas 
tell; her civilisation has not only preserved itself but bas influenced 

_ 6 wider area than even Cains. Only the other day Mr. -Kuo’s 
countrymen, Mr. Engene Chen, was telling readers of the North- 
China Doily News that Chiness students are doing their best to 
import the civilisation derived from Ancient Greece. They would 
not do this unless they recognised its superiority. 

Mr. Kuo proceeded to praise Cninese philosophy as self- 
contained.in contrast to that of the Weat, where, hs declared, “ n0 
nation kad a ptilosopby which could rightly be called its own.” 
Although Chinese philosophy is no: perbaps quite sv contained 
as Mr. Kuo adumbrates, we have noparti.ular quarrel with the 
Jecturer’s deecription of it under this head, but the complacency 
with whhich hs advances bis thesis is open to exception. He 
suggests that the nations of the West, in consequence of their 
contact with each other, have “los: the power of independent 
thicking and self-reliant action,” implying that Chics has retained 
these qualities. Without seaking to underrate Chinese philosophy, 
we suggest that a truer interpretation would be that Western 
philorophy has enriched iteelt by this process, while Caina’s isola- 
tion, instead of yielding a euccession ot independent thinker aad se 
Feliant men of action, bas produced a spectacle,of unparalleded in- 
ertia. Nor is it correct to suppose that because cae Western nation 
ja in contact with soother it may not have plenty of original think- 
ers. Some Western writers have purposely abstained trom study of 
others in order to preserve their originality, and, without taking that 
step, there will usually be spontaneous thinkers in any virile 
civilisation. So faras itis true thatone Western philosopber is 
indebted to another, there is the gain of devalopment. Nopbilosopher 
need heattate to acknowledge adebtio Piata; “the best belongs to 
the world,” as Carlyle wrote. This does not pravent the national 
character of the various Western philosophies from being plainly 
perceptible. , . 

 Turping tothe influence of Chinese philosophy ‘upon the race, 
we find tbe lecture saying: ““All Chinese philosophers, without 
exception, look down upon wealth and material pleasure.” Most 
other philosophers, by the way, also do this, but the point to strike 
cue bere is the relation between the Chinese in general and their 
noble sages, which Mr, Kuo asserta bas been one of harmony. We are 
not asgerting that the Chinese are more avaricious than some other 
peoples, bat assuredly the instinct of acquisitiveness is as strongly 
developed among Mr. Kuo’s compatriots as arnong any race on the 

" face of the earth, from which itappears that the divorce between 
China’s philosopbers and China's people is wideindeed. We put it to 
Mr. Kuo bimself that the last thing the average Chinese does is to 
*Jook down spon wealth and material pleasure.” In point of fact, 
‘we know of no civilised race in which the disparity between rich and 
ptor ia.eo marked, which surely indicates that those Chinese «to 
beve the chance do precisely the opposite of looking down upon 

* wealth. Mr. Kuo spparently seeks to saddle the West with the 
responsibility for Cnins’s corruption “in the last few »years,” 
as if it were the fault - of the West that 
Chinese have ‘copied bad features of , Occidental "life 
while neglecting the beneficent side. But,as far aa that. goes, we 
bolieva thatof Mr. Kuo will refer to the history if his own country 
be will fiod that long before the republic, before even the opening 
‘Sf the Treaty ports, his countrymen bed small need of Wastern 
tolelage in the arts of corruption. To the traite of Western civilisa- 
ton, its buildings, its railways, its libraries, moseums, and uoiversi- 
ties, Mr. Kud appoars to be oblivious, although a member of one of the

But peopla do no: live 
on rice alana and as there isa 
local scarcity of other foodstuffs, 
if might be worth the Govern- 
ment’s while to give consideration 
to the points enumerated above.
